MADE RECORD 
_FOR. PROVINCE 


Figures: of Alberta’s butter and 
cheese production for 1924 have now 
been made ‘up as closely as possible, 
though still subject to, revision, and 
they indicate that the past year was 
a record breaker in output... The 
creamery butter produced — by. the 
eighty-nine creameries in operation 
throughout the province reached .a to- 
tal of 21,500,000 pounds, as compared 
with 17,868,853 for the year before. 
This increase is accounted for partly 


by the fact that there were fourteen 


more creameries on the list. 
In cheese, however, there was a 


decline, the figures being 1,675,000 
pounds in 1924 and. 1,865,808 in 1923. 
Thirteen factories were making cheese 
each year. 


The total value of last year’s pro- 


duction was slightly less than that of 
the preceding year, because of a drop 
in prices.

HISLOP CONVICTED 
ON BOTH CHARGES 


Following seven hours of attention 
to addresses and five hours of delib- 
eration, the jury in the Hislop case 
returned a verdict in the criminal 
court at Edmonton Saturday night at 
11.58 of “guilty on both counts.” <A 
gasp came from the lips of those near 
as the dramatic ending came to the 
trial which lasted all ,week in a 
crowded court in which noted patho- 
logical experts gave evidence. 

Dr. John A. Hislop, physician of 22 
years residence in Edmonton, stood 
convicted of manslaughter and _ of 
“illegal use of instruments to procure 
an abortion” on Pattie Thelma Burn- 
up, stenographer, age 19, who died 
under chloroform, two hours and a 
half after entering a private. nursing 
home on October 22 last. 

J. BE. Wallbridge, K.C., counsel for 
the defence, arose before the hushed 
court and asked from the judge a cer- 
cificate of doubt on the law that an 
appeal might be entered and bail for 
the prisoner arranged. A. A. McGilli- 
vray, K.C., of Calgary, who was the 
special crown prosecutor in the case 
made no comment on the application 
but the Justice said he could not then 
discuss it as he had but a minute be- 
fore Sunday to pass sentence. 

“IT will not add to your distress by 
saying anything further now. You 
have been convicted of these two seri- 
ous offences and I sentence you to 
three years in Prince Albert peniten- 
tiary, both sentences to run concur- 
rently,” concluded Mr. Justice Walsh, 
as both hands of the clock moved up 
to 12.

THE MOST IMPORTANT RULES OF HOCKEY _ 
OUTLINED FOR THE BENEFIT OF PLAYERS 


In order that hockey players and 
fans may familiarize 
with the rules of amateur hockey 
so that they may better understand 
the game and know why the referee 
gives his decisions, we publish a num- 
ber of the most important playing 
rules as given by the rule book issued 
by the Alberta Amateur Hockey <As- 
sociation: 

Goalkeeper 

8. (a) The goalkeeper may 
the puck in any. position or manner 
he wishes, bui shall not throw or 
hold it, and no player of the defend- 
ing side, other than the goal keeper, 
shall, during the play, lie, sit, kneel 
or slide along the ice in the goalkeep- 
er’s territory. The goalkeeper may 
wear pads and a face protector, but 
must not wear a garment which would 
give him undue assistance in keeping 
goal. 


stop 


Off-Side 
14, A player shall endeavor to be 
always on his own side of the puck, 
and persistent failure to be on-side 
shall then be designated as loafing, 
and penalized as a foul. 


A player is off-side when he is in 
front of the puck, or when the puck 
has been hit, touched, or is being 
skated with, by any of his own side 
behind him (i.e, between himself and 
the goal of his team). 

__A player being off-side is put on- 
side when the puck has been hit by, 
or has touched the dress or person of 
any player of the opposite side, or 
when one of his own side has skated 
in front of him, either with the puck 
or having played it when behind him. 

If a player when off-side plays the 
puck, or annoys or obstructs an op- 
ponent, the puck shall be faced where 
it was last played before the off-side 
occurred, 

When an off-side occurs off the 
goalkeeper, the puck shall be faced at 
a point five feet at right angles from 
the goal. 

Knocking-On 

15. The puck may be stopped with 
the hand but not carried or held or 
knocked on by any part of the body, 
A player must not throw the puck or 
shove it along the ice with his hand 
or kick it deliberately. 

Charging, Tripping, Etc. 

16. No player shall raise his stick 
above his shoulder or throw it along 
the ice, Charging, tripping, ccllaring, 
kicking, cross-checking, pushing, /ly- 
ing, sitting or kneeling on the ice, 
shall not be allowed.. And the referee 
must rule off the ice for any time in 
his discretion, a player who, in the 
opinion of the referee, has deliber- 
ately offended against the above rule. 
If a player makes any unfair or rough 
play, or disputes any decision of tho 
referee or other officials, or uses any 
foul or abusive language, or enters 
into any altercation with a spectator, 
the referee may rule him off for any 
time he may deem expedient, or for 
the remainder of the game, and no 
substitute shall be allowed, If, in the 
opinion of the referee, a defending 
player has deliberately committed a 
foul to prevent a score, he shall not 
stop the play until the play has been 
completed. 

Falr Body Check Defined 

17. A fair body check shall be 
when a player bodies an opponent 
with the. hip or side of the body 
when standing still or skating at a 
low rate of speed. If, however, a 
player is skating fast or using his 
knee or elbow, it will be considered 
charging and a foul and be penalized 
accordingly. There shall be no body 
checking within five feet of the 

boards. 
Instructions to Referees 
Under “Instructions to Referees” the 
following paragraphs are worthy of 
careful study: 

Must Return Promptly to The Ice 

Referees are to see that the game 
starts on time and that the teams 
return promptly to the ice at the in- 
termissions, The intermission is ten 
minutes only, and the teams not obey- 
ing the referee's signal to return to 
the {ce promptly, shall be penalized 
by the loss of one player's services 
on the ice for every minute’s delay. 
Referee will give a preliminary sig-

22 PER CENT ON

Edmonton, Jan. 15.—Profits on the 
sale of ‘hard’ liquors, wines, ales, 
etc., by government vendors in the 
eight months of 1924 did not average 
more than 22 per cent net, according 
to a statement made by Liquor Com- 
missioner R. J. Dinning. It will be re- 
called that total profits for eight 
months operation of the act were §1,- 
134,144, as previously announced. Of 
this sum, $682,460 represented profits 
by vendors’ stores on sales of “hard” 
liquor, ales, wines, ete. 

Assuming that the $682,160 repre- 
sents 22 per cent of the turnover, the 
total sales of “hard” liquors would 
be about $3,102,000 for elght months 
of 1924,

For, to be a successful mechan- 
fc ,a boy must start to learn--his 
trade while he is still young.

“Perhaps it is this fact,. that we 


“value what’ has cost us. something. 
that: makes us so’ often buy medicine 


when a wise and proper dose of God's 
free air is really what we need. Those 
who live outdoors a great deal are 
usually more robust thn those whose 
work keeps them indoors too much. 
Many a rundown housewife would find 
a new lease. of life if she could: ar- 
range her work so as to give her 
more time out of doors. Wire screened 
porches where she could use her sew- 
ing machine, washing machine, or 
other tools, would often prove a 
cheaper and more pleasant road to 
health than expensive operations. 

It is pitiful to see how some moth- 
ers keep their children housed up dur- 
ing the winter. Even young babies, 
unless in exceptional cases, should 
be-outdoors a great deal of the day- 
time. Warm coat, hood and mittens, 
with a hot water bottle for the cold- 
est days, will give the baby such a 
restful sleep. In stormy weather a 
big. shawl can be thrown over the 
whole carriage. This lets in enough 
air, and baby , when uncovered is 
found to be “warm as toast’, It is 
not’ necessary for the baby to be 
wheeled about;. in fact, baby usually 
gets better air resting quietly on 
the porch than wheeled about the 
dusty or crowded streets. 

Some people seem to have a sort 
of superstitious dread of night alr. 
If they are compelled to be outdoors 
all night, there’d be no thought of 
harm in the air, but if they should 
sleep with window open they imagine 
that the night air is poisonous. 
Strange indeed to reason thus, yet we 
cannot dismiss the matter with @& 
smile; for when children, because. of 
such mistaken ideas, are compelled 
to sleep with closed windows all the 
long night, and thus breathe the air 
that soon becomes really poisonous, 
then health and vigor are surely -be- 
ing impaired, 

And occasionally terrible things 
happen because of closed windows. 
A few days ago the papers reported 
the case in an Ontario town where 
parents and four children were 
found dead one morning because in 
some way gas had reached their 
rooms. Did we notice the sentence 
near the end ofthe account, which 
said, “The windows. were all closed 
tight”? Tragic words! Open win- 
dows would have prevented such a 
tragedy. ‘ iz 

Should we sleep with open win- 
dows all through an Alberta winter? 
Yes, even at fifty below zero a small 
opening lets in the oxygen which goes 
far towards making life worth living.

A Provincial — . 
Income Tax : | 
The proposal to. tax incomes:in Al- 


berta for provincial revenue purposes 
‘}is-in striking ‘contrast to_the trend 


that means of ‘getting ~money’ has 
been very commonly resorted to. The 
government: at’ Washington has al- 
ready begun tn scale down the rates 
with the apparent intention of. ulti- 
mately abolishing the levy altogether, 
The voters of Oregon havyé demanded 
the repeal of the state income tax. 
|The voters of Michigan have gone on 
record against such a tax being -im- 
posed. And in Florida there is a call 
for a-provision in the state. constitu- 
tion which would make it impossible 
for. the state legislators to institute 
an income. tax law, 


‘In Canada the Federal government 
already levies-taxes on incomes. But 
it only succeeds in collecting by -pub- 
lishing’an annual threat to prosecute 
those who fail to pay, and by occas- 
fonally ‘carrying the threat into ac- 
tion; while there is a common sgus- 
Picion that it does not get by any 
means all that is coming to it. There 
is no noticeable enthusiasm for the 
impost save on the part of those who 
are in no danger of making enough 
money to be affected by it. The tax 
is tolerated because the country has 
enormous debts to be paid and there 
is no other obvious way of getting 
the revenue to discharge them. It 
has not been claimed in any quarter 
that the incidental effects of the tax 
are helping to make business condi- 
tions better, nor even that they are 
not helping to make these worse, 

On paper an income tax seems to 
be the fairest of.all means of collect- 
ing public. revenue, ‘In theory it 
takes from every person according to 
his means, In practice it does not 
work out that way. And it-does some 
things that the theory does not take 
into account... Human nature being 
what it is, and not likely to undergo 
any sudden change, the income tax 
imposes a penalty upon. enterprise 
and places a bonus upon lying. It dis- 
courages effort out of proportion to 
the amount of money collected. The 
impression given, especially to the 
young, is that there is no use trying 
to. make more than. the exempted 
amount, “because the government 
would grab the balance,” That is an 
exaggeration, of course, but the re- 
sult is the’ same as though it were a 
fact. People do not exert themselves 
to.make money. for the state,. Whore 
they think they are being made to 
do that they simply stop trying.

ern states where that penalty is not 
imposed upon industry and enterprise 
or where it is being removed. Any 
kind of new taxation imposed at this 
juncture must bo a blow to the hopes 
of better times, and of all kinds an in- 
come tax would tend to chase out 
and keep out the kind of people who 
are most needed, people who have an 
ambition to make money. ~ Having 
frightened capital to the point where 
it has stopped looking for investment 
in Alberta, the government will cap 
the climax of absurdity if it an- 
nounces that anyone will be “fined” 
who makes more than a living in the 
province.—Edmonton Bulletin. 


The Unwritten 
Law 


An idea seems to be prevalent that 
there is in Canada an “unwritten 
law which justifies a man in killing 
another between whom and his wife 
he has reason to believe improper 
relations exist. It is important that 
the public mind should be disabused 
of that false and dangerous idea. 
There {s no unwritten law in Canada 
governing such circumstances. All 
the law upon homicide is contained 
within the covers of the Criminal 
code of Canada. That law was very 
concisely, clearly and ably stated by 
Mr. Justice Embury in a recent case 
which he tried at Weyburn, where 
Some reference had been made to the 
so-called “unwritten law.” 

Addressing the jury on the law, Mr. 
Justice Embury stated: 

“If a man in the heat of passion, 
finding his wife in some improper 
relations with another man, were to 
kill him on the spot, actuated by sud- 
den passion and sudden anger and by 
the sudden discovery and shock to 
his mind and heart from what he had 
seen; if he were to kill him then 
without premeditation, it would be 
; manslaughter, and not murder. But, 
if, having seen, and having knowledge 
of improper relations between another 
man and his wife, he went away, and

Rich Oil Well Near Calgary 
Official statements from the Imper- 
ial Oil Company on the new well re- 
cently brought in south of Calgary 
near Okotoks, shows that the well 
has proven to be one of the richest 
on the continent, producing some 300 
barrels of high ‘grade gasoline — per 
day. The well came in at 3740 feet, 
and the oil produced tests as high as 
70 gravity, The well is strictly a gas 
well, producing the gasoline by con- 
densation. 
Big Growth in Tourist Traffic 
Reports of the big auto camp at 
Calgary for the past season show that 
in 1924 a total of 2105 cars and 7433 
people camped on the grounds, com- 
pared with 1433 cars and 4945 people 
the previous year. 
Plans Fur Marketing Service 
The provincial department of agri- 
culture plans to put into operation 
for the handling of next season's fur 
catch, a fur marketing service for 
those trappers who wish to avail 
themselves of the service. ‘The ser- 
vice. is designed to meet the wishes 
of small operators, for some medium 
of marketing their furs, and no effort 
will be made to set up an extensive 
business. 
Growth in Poultry Industry 
Remarkable growth has been re- 
corded during the past few years in 
Alberta’s poultry industry, and the 
figures for the past year show con- 
sistent increase in all branches of the 
industry, particularly in the export of 
eggs. Prior to 1922 practically no 
eggs were exported out of the pro- 
vince, but in that year a considerable 
i export developed, which had grown in 
1923 to a net export over imports of 
44,906 cases. In 1924 the exports 
leaped to 60,183 cases, a 33 per cent

TINY MICROBES 
ARE DEADLY TO 
DISEASE GERMS 


Minneapolis, Jan. 18.—Living  mi- 
crobes so small that they are infinite- 
mal compared with the smallest bac- 
teria, are believed to have been dis- 
covered by Dr. Robert C. Green, as- 
sistant professor of bacteriology and 
immunology at the University of 
Minnesota. : 


The microbes, suspended in a fluid, 
are so deadly to bacteria that they 
may prove a new means of fighting 
disease germs, Dr. Green believes. 
They are said to be harmless to man, 
So powerful are the microbes that 
dilution of the fluid three million times 
leaves it still deadly in bacteria. Cul- 
tures of typhoid fever, diphtheria, 
dysentry and other infectious diseases 
have been completely destroyed by 
Dr. Green, experimenting with the 
fluid greatly diluted. 

Discovery of the ultra-microbe. re- 
presents the discovery of life in a 
more tiny form than has ever been 
known before, according to the exper- 
imenter. Further experiments must 
profoundly affect medical progress he 
is convinced. The microbe apparent- 
ly acts as a parasite on bacteria, des- 
troying the disease bacteria in a few 
hours. The phage, or fluid in which 
the microbe life is suspended, is still 
effective when filtered through stone. 
The most powerful microscopes are 
not strong enough to reveal the mi- 
crobes, which are believed to be too 
minute to reflect a ray of light. Dr. 
Green is convinced that the microbes 
are living because they appear to 
multiply rapidly. Only living things 
can reproduce. 

Dr. Green is working out in actual 
practice the theory of Dr. Twort, the 
noted English bacteriologist, who first 
announced the ultra-microbe. Funda- 
mental experiments of Dr. D'Herrele, 
of Paris, are being confirmed. 

“The ultra-microbe is the most 
powerful Killer of bacteria ever dis- 
covered, which is at the same time 
harmless! to man and animals,” said 
Dr. Green. “Smallpox and measles 
are caused by a virus so tiny that 
they cannot be seen under a micro- 
scope and which carries through a 
stone filter. This known fact also 
tends to prove the existence of the 
living microbe,” Dr. Green asserted.

In judging the proper amount of 
rgpace necessary for your car, come 
‘to a complete stop outside of the 
“Best available space between cars 


yparked at the curb. 


Look and see if you have two or 
more feet in front and back of your 
wear. If so, drive to a position parallel 


‘to the car in front of the space. 


Take your steering wheel high with 
your right hand and extending your 
feft as a signal (the front end of your 
ear will swerve slightly out into trat- 
fic) pull the wheel one-fourth turn 
fo the right and reverse your car 
slowly until it has reached the posi- 
tion when the driver’s seat is oppo- 


site the rear of the forward car. 


Next, straighten the wheels and re- 
werse slowly until the front of your 
‘ear just clears the rear of the ma- 


chine ahead. 
Cut the wheel sharply left as far as 


it will go and reverse slowly, watch- 


ing behind to avert striking the car 
in the rear. Sometimes it will be 
Becessary for you to go back and 
forth until finally parallel with the 
eurb. Soon you will understand the 
tracking of the wheels, after which 
the bugbear of parking will have dis- 
-appeared. 

‘The practice of just heading a car 
‘into a space, regardless of its size, 
and leaving it there, forcing traffic 
to turn out for the rear end, should 
be stopped. 

‘To get out from a tight place at 

“the curb, reverse your car as far as 
possible. Turn the wheels left as far 
as they will go. Extend left hand for 
signal and start forward slowly. A

safety look behind and make positive 
the way is clear before you roll into 
the clear.

EXTENSION OF 
LACOMBE LINE 


Another step in. the movement for 
{the extension of the Lacombe and 


| Northwestern railway to the Edmon- 


ton terminus was‘taken at a largely 
attended mass meeting held here this 
week. After two very interesting ad- 
dresses by A, Winfield Scott of War- 
{berg and D, C. Breton, of Telfordville, 
‘the-\chairman and ‘secretary respec- 
‘tively of -the Leduc constituency 
branch of the L. and N.W. railway 
promotion committee, the meeting 
was thrown open for discussion and 
addresses were given by Mark Wen- 
ham, of Wenham Valley; Wm. Murfitt 
of -Yeoford; Wm. Hicks, of Lola; C, 
King of Keystone, and others. The 
following resolution was then moved 
by Joel Witster, of Lola: 

That this meeting form a committee 
to be known as the Wetaskiwin con- 
stituency branch of the L. and N.W. 
promotion committee. 

The motion was unanimously car- 
ried and selection of members was 
made, viz: chairman, J. BE. Bunney, 
Wenham Valley; secretary, Mark Wen- 
ham; John Stone, Knob Hill; S. D. 
Bunney, Yeoford; H. J. Miller, Yeo- 
ford, and W. A. Jones and Frank 
Jones, both of Wenham Valley, These 
have power to add to their numbers. 
The first meeting of the committee 
was held on Sturday. 

It is the intention of the committee. 
to act in conjunction with the’ Leduc 
branch to further the extension of 
the railway and also to help in the 
formation of other branches in Po- 
noka and Lacombe ridings so as to 
bring all possible pressure on the 
government for the building of the 
line at as early a date as possible. 

The utmost harmony prevailed and 
although the day was cold some of the 
people had travelled a long way to 
be present. Among those in attend- 
ance were residents from Blufton, 
Lola, Nugent, Springdale, Hoadley, 
Pendryl, Minnehik and Keystone, All 
felt that now was the time to act as 
they had been put off from year to 
year with promises but nothing else.

U.F.W.A. Section 

The convention of the © United 
Farmers and the United Farm \Wo- 
men, which begin Tuesday, will con- 
tinue four days. Licutenant-Govern- 
or Brett and Premier Greenfield are 
to extend grectings at the opening 
session, and President H. W. Wood 
will deliver his annual address. Of- 
ficers of the association will be able 
to report a small increase in member- 
ship and a financial year which ended 
with a small surplus. 

There are now in hand for the 
consideration of the main convention 
131 resolutions, proposing (many 
changes in federal and provincial acts, 
amendments to the constitution and 
sundry reforms. One resolution. en- 
dorses the attitude of the Alberta 
“ginger group” in the federal houge. 
Others want the senate abolished or 
reformed. A resolution from Coron- 
ation provincial association asks that 
expenditures in provincial government 
house be reduced to $1,200 per year.

THE DEEPEST SEA 


The discovery of a spot in the Paci- 
fic ocean, south-west of Japan, 32,636 
feet deep, will not greatly astonish 
oceanographers, for the Pacific has 
long been known as the deepest sea 
of all the great seas of the globe. 

Nowhere else has any depth been 
reached as great as 30,000 feet, but in 
the Pacific as many as ten soundings 
have been made exceeding that figure. 
In the Atlantic only two places are 
known with depths greater than 24,000 
feet, the deepest being a spot north 
of the West Indies, where the lead 
found bottom at 27,972 feet.
